WHEREAS, Madison County currently owns a certain bridge, known as County Bridge
126 (the “Bridge™), which is part of 60" Street in the City of Anderson, Indiana (the “City™); and

WHEREAS, the City is currently rerouting the drainage in the area near the Badge to an
underground storm sewer system under City control; and

WHEREAS, owing to the rerouting of the drainage, the Bridge will no longer be needed
to for its current purpose: and

WHEREAS, Madison County and the City agree that as opposed to the County
destroying the soon to be obsolete bridge, it is more efficient to transfer ownership of the Bridge

from the County to the City.
NOW THEREFORE, the parties enter into this Joint Resolution as follows:
1. Madison County shall transfer ownership of the Bridge to the City.
2. Immediately upon transferring ownership of the Bridge to the City, the City shall
bear all responsibility for the Bridge including, but not limited to, costs of

demolition, upkeep, repair and liability which arises from all activities involving
the Bridge.

2. All provisions of Ordinance No. 2002-BC-0-1 1, as amended, not modified herein shall remain
in full force and effect.
